Democratic Leaders Hold Anti- 
Convention Meeting 


ARE FIGHTING ON NOMINEE 


Tammany Hall Delegation Reaches Syra- 
cuse Ready for Work, 


SILVER MEN ARE PRESENT IN FORCE 


Leaders Announce That They Have 
Not Been Able Yet To Decide 
Upon a Man To Nominate 
for Governor—Another 
Conference Today.

Syracuse, N. Y., September 27.—The ar- 
rival of the Tammany hall delegation with 
Richard Croker at its head, was the event 
of the day here, and about it all the con- 
vention news assembled. About 5 o’clock 
the first of the five epecial trains bring- 
ing the New York-and Kings county men, 
about 1,700 in all, rolled into the station. 
A few minutes later Richard Croker passed 
through the crowded rotunda of the Yates 
hotel and to his quarters. Immediately 
afterwards he was joined by Senator Mur- 
Ph yand Mayor Maller, of Troy, and 
within a few minutes David B. Hil) and 
State Senator P. H. McCarren, of Brook- 
lyn, joined the conference. It lasted until 
nearly 8 o'clock, when it was announced 
by the leaders, as they went to dinner, 
that none of the many candidates for the 
gubernatorial nomination has been decided 
upon for their support, and that the selec- 
tion of the man to head the ticket was 
still an open question. They admitted in- 
dividually that the entire subject of the 
selection of the most available man had 
been under full and free discussion, and 
whilé Mr. Croker said that the decision 
would be the spontaneous act of the con- 
vention, it was declared that another meet- 
ing of the leaders would be held tomorrow 
morning previous to the calling of the 
convention. After the conference had 
closed a meeting of the state committee 
was held, at which the details for the or- 
ganization and the operation of the conven- 
tion were déCided upon. The committee 
did not;Hewever, decide upon any pro- 
gramme as to the platform .as it might re- 
late to the money plank of the Chicago 
national platform. 

George Palmer, of Schoharie, was decided 
upon as temporary chairman of the con- 
vention. 

Mass Meeting at Alhambra. 

The mass meeting of the Chicago plat- 
form democrats at the Alhambra tonight 
was attended by about 3.000 people who 
manifested a hearty approval of the senti- 
ments expressed by the speakers. There 
were in effect that the silver element’s con- 
vention would demand of the convention 
tomorrow that the Chicago platform be un- 
equivocally affirmed and men placed in 
nomination who voted for Bryan and Se- 
wall. . 

Henry M. McDonald, of New York, chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
Chicago platform organization, wes the 
first speaker. He says that it wag not at 
the present time the purpose of tne meet- 
ing to found an independent party, but 
that it was simply a meeting of deraozrats 
to exercise the common right of citizens to 
make a demand. This demand, he said, 
would be that the democratic convent'en 
recognize the Chicago platform as the 
democratic doctrime in such distinct terms 
that every citizen of the United Siates 
shall know that the platform 1s affirmed in 
its entirety; it would be demanded, he said, 
that every candidate named By the conven- 
tion be a man who openly'§ supported 
Bryan and Sewall. 

Mr. McDonald charged that the leaders 
of the democracy in the state msrepresent 
the masses and said: 

“If the democratic party tomorrow, as re- 
ported in convention, ts not democratic 
then we have a right to organize a demv- 
cratic party.”’ 

He stated that the silver democrats of 
the state had the assurance trum two- 
thirds of the national committeemen that 
such an organization would have the 
recognition of the next national convention. 


New Jersey Democrats Meet Today. 


Trenton, N. J., September 27.—The dem- 
ocratic state convention for the nomina- 
tion of a candidate for governor finds 
everything at sixes and gevens. Only a 
small number of delegates are here as yet, 
and there seems to be no well defined 
choice as to a candidate. The silver men 
threaten to hold a separate convention 
and nominate a third candidate unless the 
Chicago platform is adopted and a candi- 
date is nominated who was openly for 
Bryan in 1896. The state committee was in 
session at midnight discussing the plat- 
form and other matters pertaining to the 
convention. The silver men were also in 
session drafting a platform and have asked 
for a conference for the purpose of present- 
ing their demands. 
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Socialist Ticket Given Place in Kansas. 


Topeka, Kas., September 27.—The popu- 
list state authorities have decided that the 
state tisket recently nominated by the so- 
cialists shall be given place on the official 
ballot. The campaign managers of the 
democratic and populists fusionists have 
insisted that a majority of the 2,600 sig- 
natures by which the socialist ticket is 
backed up are the signatures of well-known 
republicans and.that the application of 
the socialists was to divide the fustonis‘s. 


Independents Postpone Nomination. 

New -York, September 27.—It was an- 
nounced at the headquarters of the Citi- 
zens’ Union today that the independents 
would nominate no successor to Colonel 
Roosevelt until October 15th.

PHILIPPINE ARMY 


Trisco Paper Claims To Have 
Positive Proof That He Is. 


GERMANY CAUSED REVOLUTION 


Evening Past Quotes an Informant Wha 
Is In Position To Know, 


ARMS BEING CARRIED TO INSURGENTS 


Germany Is Supplying the Rifles, Am- 
munition and Machine Guns and 
Officers Are Drilling Men So 
They May Give Amer- 
icans Trouble. 


San Francisco, September 277.—The Even- 
ing Post reiterates its former stories re- 
garding the supplying of arms to the 
Filipinos by the German government and 
is positive that its authority is absolutely 
correct. 

The Post published ag interview with 
its unnamed informant today, in which he 
says that he is not in a position to tell 
the full story, for the reason that he is 
financially interested in the plot and has 
actually been a party to the scheme. 

He says that he is interested in the 
German Philippine trade to the extent of 


nearly a million dollars and that for fif- 


teen years Germany has been working 
among the insurgents for her own benefit, 
and he also told The Post that there 
would never have been a revolution had 
it not been for the German government. 
Continuing, he said: 

“The arms that have been supplied Came 
from the imperial government and were 
furnished through the trading companies 
in which I am interested, so as to con- 
cea] the German hand. 

“The arms that are now being carried 
to the insurgents by German vessels are 
from the same source. Aguimaldo, who 
accepted a petty bribe to deserf the cause 
of the insurgents, has not the money to 
arm and equip a big army and it-has taxed 
his resources to furnish such supplies 
alone, 

‘\My information is absolutely authentic, 
as it comes from high officials of the gov- 
ernment, who have large persona) interests 
in the Philippine islands. Germany is 
supplying the ‘rifles, ammunition and ma- 
chine guns that are being landed and 
when the insurgent army is fully armed 
and equipped and drilled, trouble will com- 
mence for the Americans. America’s 
safety lies in disarming the insurgents.” 

Delegates from the Philippines. 


Washington, September 27.—General Fran- 
cis Greene, who was made a major general 
of volunteers for distinguished services in 
the invasion of the Philippines, accom- 
panied by his personal staff and the dele- 
gates from the Philippine insurgents, ar- 
rived here today. The two Filipinos are 
Felipe Agoncillo and Jose Lopez. They are 
the personal representatives of the insur- 
gent leader, Aguinaldo, and are on their 
way to Paris to secure fepresentation on 
the Spanish-American peace comm'ssion, 
with a view to the recognition of the in- 
surgent government in the Philippines. 

General Greene and staff called at the 
adjutant general's office this afternoon and 
were escorted to the white house by Gen- 
eral Corbin. The Philippine delegates are 
desirous of conferring with the president, 
and the question of their reception was un- 
der consideration at the state department 
this afternoon. There is no doubt that 
the president will grant them an audience 
in their personal capacity. He will, how- 
ever, avoid any action that would tend to 
commit this government to the recognition 


| of the insurgent government pending the 


conclusion of peace conditions with Spain. 
Filipinos Attract Attention. 


The delegates were the center of much 
interest at the hotel. They are of slight 
build, and short’ stature with swarthy 
faces and keen black eyes, showing the 
characteristics of the Spanish and the 
modernized Malay. They were assigned 


the best quarters in the hotel, including a 


large suite with parlors and baths. The 
chief delegate, Mr. Agoncillo, speaks no 
English, though he understands the lan- 
guage, and his interviews are carried on 
through Mr. Lopez, who has a fairly good 
command of English. Mr. Lopez said that 
no instructions had yet been received from 


the Philippine government, but these were 


expected very soon as a guide to the future 
movements of the delegates. Mr. Agoncillo, 


he said, had cabled to the government an- 
nouncing their arrival in Washington. This 


being known at home, instructions would 
be cabled at once. Until then Mr. Lopez 


said there was no exact line of action te 


be announced. It was hoped that the 
president would do them the honor of re- 
ceiving them. As to the white house call, 
ho vever, Mr. Lopez said there had been 
no definite arrangements. He expected any 


arrangements suitable for a mecting would 


be made through General Greene, 
The Philippine Congress. 

Speaking of the conditions ‘tn the Philip- 
pines, Mr. Lopez said the Philippine con- 
gress was now conducting the business of 
that portion of the country under Pihilip- 
pine rule with singular ability and snccess. 
The meetings had begun since the depar- 
ture of the delegates, yct they were fa- 
miliar with the character of those conduct- 
ing the congress. They were, he said, 
men of inteligence and ability,most of them 
having received their education in Europe. 
Their councils were harmonious, and were 
conducted with all the requirements of 
modern parliamentary usage. The presi- 
ding officer, Mr Ls-pez/said, was that con- 
spicuous figure in the sruggle of the Philip- 
pines, Paterno, a man whose ability had 
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twenty-three years in traveling and obser- 
vation at the leading capitals. Mr, Lopez 

said that Paterno and many others of like | 
education and refinement did away with | 
the prevalent idea that the Filipino con- 
gress Was a crude and semi-barbarious 
gathering of natives. He says the coun- 
try at large is enjoying a most peaceful 
and prosperous period now that Spanish 
rules ig at an end and native officials are 
directing the local affairs. These officiais, 
he declares, are showing much aptitude 
for municipal govrnment and they also 
have vhe advantage of holding the confi- 
dence of the people. 

Lopez Denounces Report. 

When Mr. Lopez was asked as to the re- 
ports that the Filipinos were soliciting 
help from European governments he de- 
clared that such reports were utterly un- 
founded and unjust. They were acting in 
the most perfect good faith with the 
American authorities. As an evidence of 
this the cited an instance where the Ger- 
man consular officer on the island had re- 
quested a conference with Aguinaldo, but 
that leader had refused to grant the con- 
ference. Mr. Lopez also characterized as 
unwarranted the stories that Germany 
Was secretly equipping the Philippines in- 
surgents in order to bring international 
dissensions and embarrass American con- 
trol, 

General Greene was accompanied by 
Captain Bates and Lieutenant Schiefflin of 
his staff. When he reached Genera] Cor- 
bin’s office the found awaiting him a com- 
mission of major general of volunteers 
dated so as to place him in that grade 
from August last. He promptly took the 
oath of office and became a full-fledged 
major-general. 

General Greene brought from Manila the 
official report of Genera] Merritt and en- 
closed with this were the reports of the 
subordinate commanders of the United 
States army who participated in the mili-

here that there is behind it a seliherate 
purpose to draw out in advance the position 
of the American commissioners on this 
mosi important point.

Washington, September 27.—The war in- 
Vestigating commission resumed its labors 
at 10 o'clock today in the Lemon build.ng, 
and at the close of the morning session 
gave out a number of documents bearing 
upon the work to be undertaken. 

These comprise the letter of Secretary Al- 
ger to the president requesting that the in- 
vestigation be made, a brief address to the 
public in the shape of a resolution, a let- 
ter from Chairman Dodge to the secretary 
ef war, inclosing a list of inquiries to the 
secretary and to the heads of the various 
Givisions of the war department calling for 
specific information bearing upon the con- 
duct of the war. 

With the letter to the secretary of war 

were inclosed questions indicating the 
character of information desired at the 
hands of the surgeon general, the quarter- 
master general, the subsistance depart- 
ment, the ordnance department and the 

“adjutant general. 

The letter of Secretary Alger to the 
president asking for an investigation of 
the war department has been made public 
as follows:

Paris, September 27.—While the reception 
accorded. to the United States peace com- 
missioners was all that could be desired, 
and while the French foreign office has 
taken great pains to treat the American 
and Spanish commissioners in precisely the 
Same manner, it must be admitted that the 
genera] atmosphere in Paris, especially the 
d‘plomatic atmosphere, does not incline to- 
ward America. 

It is the general impression here that the 
American commissioners have instructions 
to provide for the retention of Manila 
and the island of Luzon, “‘and for a com- 
mission to pretend to negotiate is a farce,” 
said a prominent diplomat. 

The commission for the first time since 
its appointment met as a body today for 
two hours in the drawing room of the 
Continental hotel, The ‘suite of rooms, 
which the former Empress Eugenie at one 
time used, will probably be acquired by the 
commissioners. They will be used for ex- 
ecutive sessions and official headquarters. 

As a joint commission it will possibly not 
organize with a presiding member from 
either commission. 

Judge Day and Mr. Whitelaw Reid are 
quartered at the hotel overlooking the 
Tuileries Gardens and the other commis- 
sioners are equally comfortable. The Ameri- 
cans enjoyed sunny weather during their 
first day in Paris and they are all. in good 
health and spirits. 3 

The French government is arranging to 
provide at the salop,,phere the joint ses- 
sions. of the commissianers will be held, an 
elaborate buffet daily for the use of all the 
commissioners, 

The morning and afternoon sessions of 
the United States peace commissioners to- 
day were devoted to internal affairs of the 
commission and to the systemization of the 
working force.

Santiago, September 27.—Owing to the 
strong animosity shown by the archbishop 
of Samtiago during the war more than 100 
prominent Cubans have presented a pett- 
tion to General Wood praying that repre- 
sentation be made to the vatican for his 
removal! and for the appofntment of Father 
Lais Mustellier, of the church nere, as kis 

successor. 

Father Mustellier has sympathy for the 
Cubans and is ‘vell liked in the United 
States by Cardina] Gibbons and Archbishop 
Ireland. Strong representations have been 
made by him to General Wood regarding 
the status of the church in the province, 
He stated that the property held amouncied 
to more than sufficient to cover ail the 
ecclesiastical expenses and even to ¢on- 
tribute to the state besides. He hag also 
proposed a scheme for the establishment of 
parochial primary scnoolg under church 
management. 

Little doubt ig expressed here that the 
archbishop will be removed, ag with lis 
connivance much church property has been 
removed surreptitiously since the American 
occupation. 


Commends American Shipbuilding. 


London, September 28.—Commenting upon 
an instructive letter which appears in its 
oolumns on the revival of American ship- 
ping, The Times this morning says that 
sooner or later the American ship building 
trade will find itself independent of foreign 
aid and warns the British ship owners 
and ship builders that the American navi- 
gation laws, which*really act as a protec- 
tion to British, rather than native industry, 
will inevitably be repealed ere long.

Extracts from the Platform. 


The platform wag unanimously adopted 
at the night session. It congratulates the 
country upon the conclusion of the war, 
saying: 

“It has resulted in the complete triumpa 
of American arms on land and sea, and we 
meet with resolute faith ail the responsibil- 
ities which our victories impose.’’ 

It devotes a long paragraph to praise 
of the army and navy, and the conduct 
thereof by the president. The stand taken 
on the Philippine question follows: 

“We realize that when the necessities of 
war compelled @ur nation to destroy Span- 
ish authority in the Antilles and in the 
Philippines we assumed sOlemmn dutics and 
obligations, alike to the people of the 
islands we conquered and to the civilized 
world. We cannot turn these islands back 
to Spain. We cannot leave them ugarmed 
for defense and untried in sta‘2 eraft to 
the horrors of domestic strife or to prrti- 
tion among European powers. We have as- 
sumed the responsibilities of victory and 
wherever our flag has gone there the Lber- 
the humanity and the _ civilization 
which that flag embodies and 1:eprvs-iits 
must remain and abide forever.” 

The platform commends the annexation 
of Hawali, renews allegiance to the doc- 
trines of the St. Louis platform, coidemns 
the democratiapolicies declared at Chicago. 
It recalls that the next legsiat'ire wall 
elect a United States senator and says: 

‘Democratic leaders declare that they 
will conduct this campaign upon state is- 
sues alone.

At the present time Russia’s two prin- 
cipal fleets are stationed in the Baltic 
and Black seas, but they are so com- 
pletely isolated that they cannot re- 
enforce each other in the event of hostil- 
ities. But when the canal is finished, 
each will have access to the other with- 
out passing through the jurisdiction of 
any foreign power. From a strategic 
point of view, this will be a great ad- 
vantage to Russia, since it will enable 
her, on short notice, to concentrate her 
two fleets, either in the Baltic or in 
the Black sea waters. We do not pre- 
sume to say what secret relations exist 
between the czar and the sultan, but we 
entertain no doubt of the fact that the 
plans of Russia have been so perfected 
that when the canal is completed she 
will not only be able to concentrate 
her fleets at either terminus, but she 
will also be able both for strategic and 
commercial purposes to make use of the 
Dardanelles and the Bosphorus in going 
from the Black sea into the Mediterrane- 
an. ‘We cannot state what effect this 
scheme is calculated to have upon the 
European equilibrium or what attitude 
the. European powers will assume to- 
ward it later on; but we cannot escape 
the conviction that the czar is designing 
to extend the domain and prestige of 
Russia, and that he seems destined to 
succeed. With the Trans-Siberian rail- 
way stretched across the northern fron- 
tier of Asia and with the proposed ca- 
nal reaching from the Baltic to the 
Black sea, Russia will acquire within 
the next few years suci immense strate- 
gic and commercial advantages that she 
will be in position to dispute with Great 
Britain for the acknowledged suprema- 
cy of the eastern hemisphere. In the 
meantime we will do well to keep our 
eyes upon Russia.

One of the most interesting govern- 
ment reports which has recently come 
to hand is that which deals with the 
work of the secret service department 
for the fiscal year ending June 80, 1898. 

According to this report there were 
705 arrests made during the period in

What Brazil Needs. 

If there is one republic to the south of 
us that is fraught with greater possibili- 
ties than another, that republic is Bra- 
zil; and if Brazil ever succeeds in over- 
coming the faults which she has inherit- 
ed from parental sources, @he will un- 
doubtedly become one of the chief pow- 
ers of the western hemisphere. 

Students of geography do not need to 
be informed that in area Brazil is al- 
most as large as the United States. 
With over 3,000,000 square miles of ter- 
ritory traversed by natural. waterways 
and rich in agricultual and mineral re- 
sources and with the Atlantic ocean lav- 
ing her northérn and eastern shores, 
Brazil is lavishly endowed with those 
advantag@s which spring from soil and 
sky, and ghe requires only the spirit of 
enterprise and thrift on the part of her 
people to make fier one of the strongest 
of nations. Since throwing off the yoke of 
Portugal several years ago, Brazil has 
been hampered by some of the infirmities 
of blood and civilization peculiar to that 
power, and she has not made the rapid 
progress under republican rule which 
was expected of her; but still she has 
made apparent gains, and she has only 
to continue perseveringly in the same 
path to win oyt triumphantly in the end. 
Every year the cause of democracy in 
Brazil is growing stronger and strong- 
er, while the seed of  restless- 
ness and discontent fostered by 
generations of servitude under the 
yoke of Portugal are gradually 
ceasing to germinate and spring 
up. When Brazil at the present time is 
compared with Brazil as she was some 
few years back, it will be found that 
she has moved steadily forward, in spite 
of the difficulties which have threatened 
at times to revive the reign of despotism 
within her borders. 

We are just in receipt of some impor- 
tant information from Consul General 
Seager, whose headquarters are at Rio 
de Janeiro, setting forth some of the 
extraordinary advantages which Brazil 
enjoys. In the first place, the author- 
ity from which we quote states that the 
river and harbor facilities of Brazil are 
unsurpassed, and that in consideration 
of her miheral and agricultural resources 
she has everything which she needs to 
secure maritime prestige. Among the 
mineral resources of Brazil are included 
gold, silver, copper, iron, mercury, topaz, 
marble, granite, manganese, phosphate, 
petroleum and _ graphite. Diamonds 
and rubies also abound in large quanti- 
ties, and coal mines afe being opened 
with profit in the mountain districts of 
the republic. Among the agricultural, 
vegetable and fruit resources of Brazil 
are included almost every product 
known to the temperate region, together 
with many of the products peculiar to 
the tropics. Coffee afd sugar cane, 
grapes and nuts are anmiong the chief 
products. Game of every description is 
found in the forest, and birds of every 
wing and plumage inhabit the air. 
Many portions of the country are spe- 
cially adapted to the raising of cattle, 
horses and sheep. Brazil has only to 
be true to the principles of democracy 
to succeed in making herself the queen 
of the South American republics. 

Consul General Seager believes that 
Brazil will soon triumph over the diffi- 
culties which have embarrassed her ef- 
forts at self-government and show her- 
self fully eaval to her ovportunities. He 
advocates the establishment of com- 
mercial warehouses in Bazil and the 
adoption of such other metbods as will 
bring about closer trade. relations he- 
tween that country and the United

The Necessity for Economy. 
Editor Constitution—The regular income 
of the city for the year 1898 as appears by 
the June apportionment sheet on file in the 
comptroller’s office is $1,102,273.96. The city 
spent this year for new sewer work $14,300; 
for paving of North avenue $4,088; for 
paving of Auburn avenue $3,300; for new 
water mains $15,000; for Mitchell street 
bridge 968,000. Total expended in perma-~ 
nent improvements $104,388. It appears that 
out of $1,102,273.96 the city got $104,388 for 
permanent improvements and the depart- 
ments got $997,885.96. Now if it be proposed 
and if the politicians and the office holders 
are bent on it to pour as much money mto 
the departments next year as they have 
this year, bear in mind that it will take 
$997,885.96 to do it. Will the city have that 
much money? What wil] be her tncome 
next year? The answer is no, she will not 
have as much income next year as she did 
this year, There will be a loss of revenue 
from decreased values of real estate 
amounting to at least $30,000. His honor 
the mayor estimated it in our committee at 
much more tham that, but let us be en- 
tirely safe and conservative and put it at 
$30,000. The city had this year the benefit 
of $30,000 saved up out of last year’s in- 
come for the courthouse purchase, She will 
not have that next year because she has 
spent it: The law imperatively requires 
that the sum of $12,700 shall be taken every 
year out of the taxes of the people ang 
added to the sinking fund to pay off the 
city debt. So we are confronted with a 
loss of available revenue for next year 
amounting to $72,700. There ig a public de- 
mand which probably mo city council can 
resist for another schoolhouse, jossibly 
two. Put down $15,000 for that purpose, 
makes a total of $87,700 gone out of the 
little small share of $104,388 (scarcely 
amounting to 10 per cent) that the city got 
for her permanent improvements out of 
last year’s.income, If you will make the 
calculation you will see that after this loss 
of revenue and contribution to the sinking 
fund and building a schoolhouse the city 
will have only $16,688 with which to do any 
paving, or any other permanent work. 
Every intelligent person knows that 
amongst other things that must be done in 
the immediate future is rapid extensions 
and improvements of our trunk line sewers. 
The law will hear no excuse and brook no 
delay on this matter. Must sewer exten- 
sions and all other public works stop? Can 
it be gaid that Atlanta is finished?

There is but one resource and 
that is to cut down expenses, and you may 
rely on the statement that just as certain 
as the time comes for fixing up an appor- 
tionment sheet for 1888 ma matter what 
mere tall you hear to the contrary, tke 
council next year will either hive to stop 
public improvements or else make reduc- 
tions In the depirtment expenses. The peo- 
ple may as well look the cris’s based on cold 
figures in the face and instruct their repre- 
sentatives accordingly before thg ballot 

box and at the ballot box. 

Now I want to gay a word te the wage 
earner. The small texvayer is hurt worse 
in proportion by extravagance in 
.citv governm@pt thap the ‘hrge taxpayer. 
True the large taxpayer loses more in 
actual amount but he can stand it longer. 
The same ruin confronts both aiike. The 
only difference is that the small tax payer 
will fall down first, but the large one will 
be ruined also in a little more time. But 
justice requires that no wrong should be 
done to either of them. , Politics and office 
ho.ding seem to have a vast and greedy ap- 
petite these days; but we have not yet 
reached the era of confiscation, though we 
are tending that way. If men with big 
salaries will have no pity on the tax payer 
ar the city, the tax payer and the city 
ought to take pity on themselves, 

It is a great injury to the wage earner if 
the city discourages building and improve- 
ments in real estate. Men will not buy 
property and build houses when it ceases 
to be profitable. The real reason why 
people buy United States bonds at an in- 
terest of tess than 3 per cent instead of 
buying land and building houses is that 
the bonds are not only safer but more 
profitable. It is a matter of grave doubt 
as to whether rented property on an aver- 
age in Atlanta pays as much net, over and 
above taxes, insurance, repairs and times 
of vacancy when there is no tenant as 3 
per cent. Now when building stops in At- 
lanta what are carpenters and painters 
and brick layers and all classes of labor- 
ers, not to speak of contractors and men 
who deal in goods contributing to that 
line of business, what are they to do? The 
truth is, if we look at the matter fairiy 
and justly, the tax payers of Atlanta have 
been ‘singularly patient and long suffering. 
But matters have now about reached a 
limit. They have lost nearly one-third of 
their holdings and are becoming greatly 
discouraged. Next year will show whether 
things are to revive and building again 


become active. These are serious matters. 


Let any man walk along the streets in any 
direction from the courthouse or city hall 
and notice the vacant stores and the elo- 
quent lessons they teach will if he is a 
sensible and patriotic man teach him how 
to talk to candidates and how to vote when 
he comes to the ballot box. 

The city cannot tive when too much op- 
pressed by taxes; and every man, woman 
and child in the city is deeply interested 
in the principles of that minority reporr, 
and will be better off in the long run when 
its principles become recognized and fixed 
in the policy of the city. Even an office 
holder or politician had better not kill the 
goose that lays the golden egg, but be 
satisfied with less gains for the time being 
so that things may last longer. Respect- 
fully, GEORGE HILLYER.

HISPLAYED IN CHOICE OF MANAGERS’ 


Martin Requests a Meeting of Com. 
mittee To Satisfy Woodward—The 
Request Is Acceded to and 
the Committee Is 
Called. 


—_— 


The city executive committee is called 
to meet in special session this morning at 
10 o’clock. 

This meeting has been called upon the 
suggestion of Mr. B. W. Martin, upon hear- 
ing that objections were urged against the 
composition of boards of election man- 
agers. 

When the sub-committee undettook the 
making vp of this list it had a difficult 
task to perform. In the primary ahead - 
there wiil be neither tickets nor parties, 
hence a division of the managers on the 
line of party affiliation was impossible, 
There are thirty-one separate candidates 
for sexton, and each one has as much 
right to demand representation in the 
board of managers as have the candidates 
for any cther office. The candidates for the 
mayoralty, for instance, have no right to 
arrogate to themselves a consideration 
which does not belong equally as well to 
every candidate for every other office in 
the list. Hence, there was but one course 
for the committee to pursue, and that was 
to make up a list of honest men, whose 
personal integrity was greater than their 
outing in any individual running for of- 

ce. 


‘Mr. Woodward’s Protest. 

When the list was printed, however, 
there went up a protest from Mr. Wood: 
ward, one of the candidates for the mayor- 
alty, that special attention had not been 
paid to his own personal candidacy. The 
intention, evidently, wag to. charge up 
partisanship out of which =pélltical capital” 
should be made. 

“I am somewhat surprised at this,” said’

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THE GEORGIA SCHOOL OF TECH- 
nology will open this morning at 9 o’clock 
for the year, and the indications are that 
this term will be the most successful in the 
history of the institution. 

Every room in each of the dormitories 
has been taken and in the new Knowles 
dormitory three students have been placed 
in each room. The other dormitories have 
as many as they can contain and another 
building could be easily filled. 

The number of students who have ob- 
tained room in the dormitories is 16. 
President Lyman Hall is of the opinion 
that there will be at 'east 300 in attendance 
this year. This will be the largest number 
that has attended the school. since its es- 
tablishment. 

President Hall is well pleased with the 
prospects and thinks this will be the most 
successful year in the history of the school. 
He has received letters from people 
throughout the southern states and these 
have made known their intention of send- 
ing their sons to the Tech. When the roll 
is made out this morning it is believed 
that it will contain the names of 300 young 
men. 

At 9 o’clock this morning the examina- 
tions will begin. These will last through 
today, Thursday and Friday. Saturday, at 
12 o’alock, the result will be announced and 
the names of those who nave made success- 
ful examinations will be mude known. 

The routine work of the year will begin 
Monday morning, and at that time the 
regular lessons will be heard. The young 
men will begin work Mofiday morning and 
will continue on through until next June. 
The year’s work will require all the time 
of the pupils. 

The plans for the new textile department, 
which are being prepared in Boston, are 
expected to reach Atlanta at an eariy date, 
and work will be commenced on the build- 
ing at once. As soon as the building is 
completed the machinery which has been 
donated will be sent for and will be placed 
in the school. The establishment of this 
department will bring a large number of 
new pupils to the school and adds materi- 
ally ta the importance of the institution. 

Great interest has been manifested in the 
scholarship contest and the results will be 
announced Saturday at noon.

Major Taylor Has Asked for Plans and 
Specifications of the Buildings. 


ROOM FOR 400 PATIENTS | 


Addition Is Result of Visit of Secreta- 
ry Alger to Fort McPherson. 


HE SAID THIS WAS ONE OF BEST HOSPITALS 


Will Make Hospital Double Its Present 
Size and Will Be One of the 
Largest Army Hospitals.

WORK WILL BE COMMENCED ON 
the four new hospita) buildings at Fort 
McPherson just as soon as all the proper 
arrangements can tbe made. Major Blair 
Taylor, in accordance with the instructions 
given him by Surgeon Genera] Sternberg, 
when that official was in Atlanta, has ask- 
ed for plans and specifications for the 
buildings, and these will be in his hands 
probably today. 

The cost of the buildings will not be 
known until the plans and specifications 
have been finished. The contract for the 
work wil} in all probability be let to the 
lowest bidder, and the work will be pushed 
to a rapid conclusion. Major Taylor is 
anxious to thave the buildings finished at 
an early a date as possibile, and there will 
be no delay. : 

With the addition of the new buildings 
the capacity of the hospita) at Fort Mc- 
Pherson wil] be increased to double what 
it is now. The tents which have been uged 
for the patients when there was no 
room in the present hospital, are rapidly 
being taken down, and in a short while 
none of them will be left standing. 

Under the present plans of the depart- 
ment the hospital will be able to care for 
800 patients, instead of 400, as at present. 
The increase wil] cause this hospital to be 
one of the largest in the country. It is 
now, by the statement of Secretary Alger, 
the best hospital in the United States. 
During his recent tour of inspection, Sec- 
retary Alger said more in commendation 
of the hospita] here than of any other 
he visited. In addition to the statements 
he made in a epeech at Captain’s Lowry’s 
dinner, Secretary Alger congratulated Ma- 
jor Taylor on having the best hospita) in 
the south, and made many other remarks 
which cause it to be believed that Secre- 
tary Alger thinks the Fort McPherson hos- 
pital is the best located and best managed 
ia the United States. 

The new buildings to be erected at the 
post will be frame buildings, and will be 
ten in number. The capacity of each will 
be forty patients. There will be four wards 
in each edifice, and each ward will have a 
capacity of ten patients. 

Although the new hospital will be built 
of wood, it will be substantial in every 
way, and will be so arranged that it can 
be thoroughly and comfortably heated 
in the severest weather. 

This addition to the post hospital is a re- 
sult of the visit of Secretary Alger to At-

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THE NEIGHBORS OF MRS. EDGAR 
Fuller, the cotton bagging bride of the 
Piedmont exposition, are seeking to paint 
her as a modern siren of the Loretel 
brand, for Mrs. Fuller lives on a_ lot 
raised high above her neighbors at No. 75 
Rock street, an@ many of those who re- 
side near by have stated under oath in the 
Police court that she “lures men's souls to 
the shores of sin with the light of her 
wanton eyes.”’ 

The cotton bagging br'de was arraigned 
in the police court yesterda, afte*noon with 
her husband, both being charged with 
keeping a house used for immoral] rurposes. 
The investigation wag begun at 3 o'clock 
and lasted two hours. It will be resumed 
this afternoon at 3 o’clock. There are 
about fifty witnesses and the cases are 
causing quite a sensation with the people 
in the Fuller neighborhood and among h‘s 
and her friends and relatives. 

Mrs. Fuller is a decidedly pretty woman, 
with bright golden hair which clusters in 
small curls about a face of soft, clear eom- 
plexion. Her hazel eyes have a gleam of 
fire in them which lends force to the ex- 
pression which woud otherwise make her 
look insipid. 

There were some side issues in the trial 
yesterday which gave the affair a lively 
turn. For instance, one lady witness when 
she was being cross-questioned by At- 
torney R. J. Jordan, who represents the 
defense, said some things which were sharp 
and caustic and would have appalled any 
ordinary lawyer. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fuller were married in 
public at the Pledmont exposition and both 
were dressed in clothes made of cotton 
bagging. 

Two weeks ago their neighbors sent a 
petition to the chief of police asking him 
to make Mr. and Mrs. Fuller move away, 
it being alleged that they were running a 
house which Was of an tmmoral character. 
Upon this petition the cases were ordered 
made. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. and Mrs. Fuller 
and two handsome children. very cleguntiy 
dressed, were in the police court.

“And what grieves me about it all.” s.‘d 
the widow with tears in her eyes, “is that 
this woman has ruined my boy. He is 
eighteen years old and he has been ca‘led 
into her house, and when he came nome ne 
was reeling drunk, my poor boy who was 
never known to drink before." 

Other witnesses, men and women, testified 
that they had seen men going in and out 
of the Fuller house day and night and bre- 
gies and hacks had stopped tiuere at all 
hours. The reputation of Mrs. Fuller and 
the house, they said, was not good. 

On cross-examination the witnesses, w'th 
a few exceptions, could give no names of 
persons they had seen going into ine piace. 

One young man, a soldier, testified that 
he had given Mr. Fuller ietters written to 
Mrs. Fuller by another man and that he 
the witness) had advised Mr. Fuller to 
either shoot the man or leave town.

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# Work on the new "phone conduits 
@ is now being rapidly pushed and the 
* end is now in sight. + 
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THE WORK OF OPERATING THE 
Atlanta Standard Telephone Company will 
commence next month. This announce- 
ment was made yesterday by Mr. Simon 
Baer, president of the company. He stated 
that In the contract made between his com- 
pany and the Southern Standard Telephone 
Company it was provided that a portion of 
the new telephone company should be 
in operation before the end of October. 
Mr. Baer said that he hhad lately received 
a letter from the construction company 


y announcing that it expected to carry out 


this portion of the contract. It is prob- 
ably, however, that the entire system will 
be in operation for several months. 

There has been much speculation among 
citizens of Atlanta, it being evident from 
the amount of work done in laying the 
conduits, that a considerable amount of 
money had been expended, as to where the 
capital for the conducting of this work 
came from. ‘This was ascertained yester- 
day. P 
In addition to the private fortunes of 
Mr. Baer and the other local stockholders. 
the money behind the Southern Standard 
Telephone Construction Company is at the 
command of the new telephone company in 
this city. This construction company has 
been fighting the Southern Bell Telephone 
Company for years, and now has in oper- 
ation in many of the principal cities large 
telephone systems. 

In each of these cities a rate war is in 
progress between the Southern Bell and 
the Southern Standard. This will be the 
logical result of the organization of the 
new company in this city, it is said. The 
Atlanta Standard has announced that it 
will charge $24 per year for residence tele- 
phones and $3% per year for business tele- 
phones in the city. 

Fcr telephones outside the city Mmits 
there will be an in¢rease of rates accord- 
ing to the distance. It is announced, hcw- 
ever, that all rates will be lower than 
those now charged bv th: Southern Bell. 
It is probable that the Southern Bell will 
meet thesa rates of the Atlanta Standard 
here as they thave done in other cities. 
This will prove of benefit to the subscrib- 
ers of both comnantes, and there is little 
lixelihood that thé public will object-to a 
war of rates between the two rival com- 
panies. 

The Southern Standard Telephoné Con- 
struciion Company has advanced the money 
to lay the conduits for the telephone wires 
with in the fire limits, and will complete 
the work of constructing the system. For 
this they raceive Atlanta Standard Tele- 
phene Company securities, which will make 
the construction company the largest stock- 
holder in the new telephone company, 

The exchange building for the new com- 
pany will be located at 104 Edgewood 
avenue, that building having been leased 
from its owners for a long period. It is 
now the local office of the construction 
company, and Mr. Joseph Hardwick is in 
charge. He was appointed superintendent 
of construction for the new company last 
January, and has since been in charge of 
the work. 

The building at 104 Edgewood avenue will 
be completely renovated before the At- 
lanta Telephone Company enters it. It 
will be made modérn in every respect and 
will have special lockers in thé operating 
rooms in which the @mployees may keep 
their effects. 

The cost of constructing the system so 
far is variously estimated between $85,000 
and $90,000, but it is probable that it is 
nearer the former figure than the latter. 
Thirteen thousand two hundred and fifty- 
six feet and three inches, or 2.51 miles, of 
ditches have been dug within the fire 
limits of the city, and in these ditches 
have been placed 129,928.6 feet, or 24.60 miles 
of vitrified clay conduits. 

Sixty conduits enter the building at 14 
Edgewood avenue. Ten go east on Edge- 
wood to the fire limits, and fifty go west 
cn Edgewood avenue to Ivy street. Six- 
teen go south on Ivy ard Loyd as far as 
Alabama street. EKight branch off at Ala- 
bama, going west as fer as Broad streei. 
Six then go south on Broad to Mitchel) ani 
two more are added to the Alabama con- 
duits, making four going west on that 
streets to the fire limits 

Tle eight conduits which are on Loyd 
street separate from the eight that go west 
on Alabama street, and go south on Lovd 
as far as Mitchell. They then travel west 
on Mitchell street as far as the fire limits. 
Eight conduits leave the main line at the 
corner of Ivy street and Edgewood avenue 
and go north on Ivy @s far as the corner 
of Houston street.

On its 
arrival the regiment was given an ovation 
of a kimd which has seldom been accorded 
any body of men by Atlanta. The soldiers 
were lunched and greeted and special ecx- 
ercises of welcome were held for their 
benefit.

The evangelist cliims he was talking 
against the whisky’ fraffic and thinks he 
may have offended some one who took ex- 
ceptions at his remarks. 

The evangelists have a permit from the 
mayor to speak on the street and they have 
have been given police protection. From 
Captain Jennings’s report to the chief it 
seems as if the street preachers discuss 
religious matters by having a kind of de- 
bate and the spectators often side with one 
speaker or the other, and it is this feature 
which the captain objects to. He has rec- 
ommended to the chief to have the preach- 
ers speak in some open space where there 
wil] not be so much crowding of the street 
and sidewalks. 

Morse holds a letter from Rev. Sam 
Jones, which he carries as a part of his 
credentials. The letter is as follows:

AS THE RESULT OF THE OVER-

appears. Herr Orth is represented by his 
friends to be a perfectly innocent party 
in the joke and Herr Kaglemacher, al- 
though angry, is alleged by his friends to 
be perfectly justified in his frame of 
mind 

Herr Orth is editor and proprietor of 
The Georgia Staats Nachrichten, which, 
means The 
Georgia States News, and in this sheet 
he takes a justifiable pride. Herr Kagle- 
macher is a man of considerable means. 
He has a fine farm southeast of the city, 
and although to him everything on the 
Place is interesting, he probably takes the 
most pride in his stock. These are said 
to be fine animals and when brought to 
the city they fetch good prices for their 


owner, 

These facts were well known to their 
mutual friends, who had often discussed 
them at the saloons where the Germans 
gather to tell to each other their troubles. 
Thus over many steins of beer have cows, 
chickens, editoriais, advertisements and 
other topics of interest to both the popular 
Germans heen talked over. 

The paper of which Herr Orth is editor 
appears every week and is read by all 
Germans of this city. The practical joker 
who has caused thé trouble between the 
friends knew this and a few days before 
the last issue was due he directed a letter 
to Herr Orth inclosing a crisp two-dollar 
bill, and after wording the advertisement 
as he desired ft, he signed the name of 
Herr Kaglemacher. 

The advertisement appeared in due time 
and Herr Kaglemacher was delighted when 
he saw it. But his pleasure turned to in- 
dignation when de read it. The advertise- 
ment stated that Herr Kaglemacher sells 
and buys fresh killed meats at the very 
highest | prices, and,that the meats were 
to be seen every Monday and Thursday 
mornings at 9 o’clock at his office with 
Herr Philip Schwarz, 29 South Pryor 
street. . 

Herr Kaglemacher did not object to hav- 
ing it announced that he bought fresh killed 
meats at the very highest prices, but that 
he should be represented as selling the 
meats at the very highest prices was more 
than he could endure. Consequently he 
made plans for his fevenge, presuming. at 
once that his quondam friend, Herr Orth, 
had inserted the advertisemeat of his own 
accord, 

Consequently Herr Kagiemacher yester- 
day inserted the following advertisement 
in a local paper: 

NOTICE—While I am sorry, I feel it is 
my éGuty to let the friends of the editor of 
the German newspaper, The Georgia Nach- 
richten, know that it is my belief that said 
editor is suffering from, consumption of the 
brain. While the paper is well conducted, 
the size is against it and must have been 
taken from the handkerchief of editor’s 
wife. Respectfully, Gus Kaglemacher. 

This caused much merriment at the cor- 
ner saloon last night when it was read, 
and it was dissected frem beginning to 
end. The Germans, with the aid of their 
beer, were able to perceive why Herr Ka- 
glemacher should think Herr Orth the vic- 
tim of consumption of the brain, presum- 
ing that Herr Kaglemacher thought Herr 
Orth was responsible for the appearance 
of the advertisement, but none of them 
could understand why the good frau of 
Herr Orth should have been brought into 
the quarrel, even admitting, they argued, 
that her handkerchief was as large as The 
Georgia Staats Nachrichten, which is about 
three-fourths the size of an ordinary news- 
paper. 

It was the consensus of opinion among 
the small congregation of Germans that 
the next move must come from Herr Orth, 
but they were unable to foretell what he 
would do. His moveinents will be watched 
with interest and it is more than probable 
that the next edition of his paper will have 
a large circulation. 

On the other hand, the advertisement 
which stated more than was desired has 
brought the fresh killed meats of Herr 
Kaglemacher into prominence and he has 
really been benefited. Mutual friends, hav- 
ing had their laugh, are now at work en- 
deavoring to effect a reconciliation and 
it is probable that the two German gentle- 
men will within a few days again be each 
toasting the health of the other in their 
steins of beer.
